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WILL COMBINED TRAINING IMPROVE A HUNTER? 


Two types oi negative answers to this much debated question are 
characteristic, one that “I don’t go for this dressage stuff”, the other that 
“all those three day horses are hotter than firecrackers.” By way of a 
more positive approach, let us remember that the background of the hunter 
is the hunting field, which puts a premium on disposition, (quiet perform- 
ance in company), whereas the background of the three day horse and the 
Combined Training of horse and rider, from Pony Club to Olympic level, is 
military—in central Europe such events continue to be called “militaries”. 
The officer’s charger, on the parade ground (dressage), carrying dispatches 
(cross country) or at the Sunday horse show (stadium jumping) per- 
formed as an individual, with more emphasis on courage than quietness. 

Putting the question in reverse, the hunting field can and does pro- 
vide invaluable training in that it develops in the three day horse the 
ability to negotiate widely varying obstacles and terrain and in his rider 
the ability to gauge route, presentation and pace. What does Combined 
Training do to improve the hunter? Whether we are dealing with an 
unbroken prospect or with a notorious bad actor, the basic training in- 
cluded under that much misunderstood word basic dressage provides 
a series of gymnastic exercises, which the experience of several centuries 
of riding masters has demonstrated to be most efficient in producing an 
obedient horse, balanced, supple and responsive to the aids. Like any sys- 
tem, improperly understood and improperly applied it is probably worse 
than no system at all, but that does not affect its validity. 

What are the practical applications of dressage in the hunting field, 
over and above the incomparable pleasure of riding a horse which has been 
basically well schooled? The Master shouts “’ware wheat” as we ride, 
single file, around the edge of a seeded field. Those who have learned to 
keep their horse straight with the leg aids will win his approving smile, 
whereas others whose horses sidle and swing their quarters, trampling 
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the seedlings in spite of frantic tug- 
ging on the reins, will be sure .to 
hear his displeasure. Or hounds are 
running and the only way into the 
next field is through a gate which 
the Master asks a follower to gallop 
ahead and open. If his horse moves 
readily sideways to the leg, the gate 
will be speedily opened and closed 
and there will be not a moment’s 
delay in pursuing the flying pack. 
But if he is on an _ insufficiently 
schooled horse the impatient field 
will be kept waiting while the rider 
vainly tries to get his mount in po- 
sition to undo the catch, an impa- 
tience brought to the point of ex- 
asperation when he finally has to 
give up and dismount for the pur- 
pose, and at least one or two Sama- 
ritans have to wait to go on until he 
has at last remounted. There are 
literally dozens of other instances 
where basic dressage training is of 
great practical importance in the 
hunting field. 

Turning to cross country and 
stadium jumping, the exercises over 
cavaletti and over varying combina- 
tions of upright and spread fences, 
always small enough to avoid over- 
facing a horse, produce not only 
balance and the ability to lengthen 
and shorten stride which are impor- 
tant safety factors, but also estab- 
lish and re-establish the confidence 
of the horse in its own abilities 
which lead to a bold and safe per- 
formance over obstacles, with nei- 
ther the stopping or the rushing 
characteristic of many inadequately 
schooled horses. 

In Combined Training Events 
or Horse Trials, with their military 
background, a racing temperament, 
necessarily characteristic of the ma- 
jority of the Thoroughbreds so pre- 
valent today, is considerably more 
acceptable than in the hunting field

June 3, 1961, was like any other 
Belmont Stakes Day at Ocala Stud Farm 
(Ocala, Fla.), except that Carry Back 
was running. 

Members of the O’Farrell menage 
had moved the furniture out of the way 
in order to have a clear run for the 
bell as soon as the news of victory 
was flashed across the TV screen. 

The bell (for those who have not been 
following the career of Carry Back 
carefully) is rung whenever a Thorough- 
bred produced in the factory managed 
by Mr. Joe O’Farrell hits the winner’s 
circle in a big race. Briefly, the bell 
only tolls for Ocala foals. 

The tintinnabulation tells natives who 
don’t have televisions or radios that an 
Ocala product has won another pot. 

The custom is one of the deathless 
traditions of Florida and has been for 
several weeks, 

On June 3, residents of Marion County 
(Fla.) who don’t have radios or TV’s 
waited in vain for the tolling. 


Ready For The Ringing 

Members of the O’Farrell family, 
their friends and retainers were toeing 
the mark, preparing for the rush to see 
who would be the clapper slapper, but the 
message didn’t come through. 

The horse for whom the bell tolled 
after the Kentucky Derby and the Preak- 
ness, didn’t ring the gong inthe Belmont. 

Mr. Joe O’Farrell, the transplanted 
Marylander, who fell in love at first 
Sight with Ocala, was at Belmont Park 
in anticipation of another great triumph 
for Florida breeding. He was the most 
confident man in the walking ring before 
the races, His cheerful optimism made 
his listeners forget they were getting 
wet in the New York drizzle. 

To Mr. O'Farrell, the race was a 
formality, and he made the gloomy little 
band of Carry Backists around him feel 
warmer inside. 

Trainer Jack Price, the missionary 
who has spread Carry Backism over the 
land, didn’t seem so confident as he 
did in Maryland and in Kentucky. He 
was more like a gent who was about tc 
be thrown to the lions. 

Maybe, a premonition of what was to 
Come had struck him; or maybe, I was 
just imagining it. Just the same, it 
Seemed to me that a dark shadow was 


hovering over the paddock. Of course, 
that could have been the weather. 

Mr. O'Farrell, his eyes still alight 
with the sun of Florida and his hide 
showing the tan of the same, was the 
only member of the faithful who talked 
above a whisper. The most extravagant 
propagandist of Florida soil was posi- 
tively jolly. 


Tragedy For Some 

The Belmont was like the conclusion 
of a Tolstoy novel - everybody was 
dead, particularly the bettors who took 
2 to 5. 

It brought happiness to Mr. Jacob 
Sher, owner of Sherluck, and a deserved 
reward to a fine and gentlemanly trainer, 
Mr. Harold Young and honor to the 
breeder, Mrs. Cloyce Tippett, but a horse 
that pays $132.10 doesn’t have many 
votes in the popularity poll. 

The crowd was stunned, 

A racing writer on a Baltimore 
daily looked at his typewriter for ten 
minutes before showing any sign of life. 
Then he wrote, ‘‘I don’t believe it,’ 
and tore up the sheet and threw it away. 

Mr. Price, Carry Back’s trainer, 
regained his equilibrium long before his 
friends got back on balance. He sent 
champagne to the pressbox, in Carry 
Back’s name, to help the lads get on 
their feet. Mr. Sher also sent champagne, 
even more than Mr. Price sent. 

The fellow who wrote, ‘‘Idon’t believe 
it,” announced, “I am realizing a life- 
time desire; I always wanted to drink 
champagne from an iced-tea glass.” 

Several hours later, he flew back to 
Baltimore - on a plane, of course, 
though witmesses declared he didn’t need 
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one. 

If any horse, besides Sherluck, gained 
stature in the Belmont, it was Globe- 
master, That good-looking, $80,000 pur- 
chase cut out the pace and hung on pretty 
well to the end of the mile and one- 
half. He earned second place, which gave 
him two legs on the “‘reserve” triple 
crown. He was second in the Preakness 
and second in the Belmont. He missed 
the first leg, when he ended up sixth 
in the Kentucky Derby. 


Reached Peak 

Sherluck, by Correspondent, out of 
the Dante mare, *Samminiato, was win- 
ning the second stakes race of his career. 
He took the Blue Grass at Keeneland in 
glorious style and won considerable 
backing for the Kentucky Derby. 

He lost most of his support through 
finishing fifth in the Churchill event and 
lost more by registering in fifth place 
in the Preakness. He was fourth in the 
Jersey Derby, but 12 lengths back of the 
winner. By that time everybody except 
his trainer had given up. 

Trainer Young was quoted as saying 
he had two $20 tickets on the colt in the 
Belmont, It may be a wrong quote, or 
maybe they DO have $20 windows at 
Belmont. 

Even if he had two TEN-bucktickets, 
the conditioner collected $1,321, which 
seems insignificant beside the trainer’s 
ten per cent of $104,900. 

Many interesting quotes came out of 
the race. 


Not For Mr. Combs 

Mr. Leslie Combs, who has fathered 
more stallion syndicates than Bull Lea 
has stakes winners, was ‘“‘said to have 
said” that he would not be interested 
in syndicating Carry Back, He mentioned 
that he had bought some Florida land 
(“good place to break yearlings’’), He 
added, and this must have taken the sting 
out of it for the Hardboots, that he had 
acquired another 1,500 acres of Kentucky 
soil, also, 

Trainer Young also said, ‘*He liked 
this track. He was frightened by a piece 
of paper in the Kentucky Derby and the 
tracks at Pimlico and Garden State were 


‘cuppy’.

The 47th running of The Edgemere, 
one and three-eighths miles over a turf 
course, $25,000 added, drew a field of 
nine starters. For 3-year-olds and up, it 
was run under handicap conditions, with 
Harbor View Farm’s favored *Wolfram 
assigned high weight of 128 pounds. 

I, Valenzuela rode *Wolfram to a neck 
victory over J. M. Schiff’s Our Jeep, 
who was making the run under 115 pounds. 
King Ranch’s Disperse was a half length 
to the rear of Our Jeep for third money. 
Another half length separated the third 
and fourth horses. The small part of the 
stakes went to Elmendorf Farm’s Nickel 
Boy, who edged out Wheatley Stable’s 
Leix, 5th to cross the line, The finish 
was a triumph for handicapper .Thomas 
E, Trotter. The clock ticked off 2.15 for 
the 1 3/8 miles over turf for the winner.

B, Parke 
is his trainer and $18,492.50 was added 
to the winner’s sizeable bankroll, who is 
working on his second $100,000. 


The Mother Goose 
The Sth running of The Mother Goose 
Handicap, $75,000 added, at Belmont Park, 
on Sat., June 10, drew a field of eight 
3-year-old fillies for a mile and one- 
eighth test. 
Brookmeade Stable’s Bowl of Flowers 


was the odds-on favorite: however. O.. 


Phipps’ Funloving undefeated as a3-year- 
old, got out in front at the first quarter 
mile and stayed there to take Bowl of 
Flowers by a head. Funloving had very 
little run left at the finish. The winner 
carried 117 pounds, a four pound edge 
over the Brookmeade color-bearer. A. J. 
Crevolin’s Mighty Fair came in for third 
money and G. D, Widner’s Seven Thirty 
the small part of the purse. The winning 
time for the 1 1/8 miles was 1.50 3/5. 

Funloving is a bay daughter of Tom 
Fool-Flitabout, by Challedon, bred by her 
owner. The filly is trained by J. Fitz- 
simmons and was ridden by Bobby Ussery. 
Her share of the stakes for her Sth victory 
this year amounted to $56,793.75 net.

Time was third and Mrs. R.M. Chastain’s 
Dodge Me fourth. The winner ran the 5 
furlongs in .59 1/5. 

Broadway is a bay filly, by Hasty Road- 
Flitabout, by Challedon, trained by J. 
Fitzsimmons. S. Cole was in the irons for 
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the $17,150 net victory. While Broadway 
was winning at Delaware Park her older 
half sister was taking the measure of the 
field in The Mother Goose at Belmont, 
Broadway also has an unblemished record 
for this year.

Sprinters had their inning on Friday, 
June 9, at Monmouth Park and nine turned 
out for the 15th running of The Oceanport 
Handicap, a $15,000 added six furlongs 
test for 3-year-olds and upwards.

John, ridden by W. Boland scorec a three- 
quarters of a length victor over F, W, 
Hooper’s Winonly. Circle M. Farm's 
Watch Your Step finished third and in the 
fourth spot was G, D,. Widener’s Pundit, 
Calumet Farm’s Pied d’Or, the favorite, 
finished eighth. The winning time for the 
six furlongs was 1.09, 

Careless John is a bay 4-year-old, by 
Johns Joy-Remiss, by Revoked trained by 
Howard Hoffman.

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Steeplechasing at Belmont

The 63rd running of the International 
Steeplechase Handicap was the opening 
day feature at Belmont Park on June Ist., 
and it proved to be an exciting race from 
the start to its driving finish which saw 
Montpelier’s Nala prevail by a nose in 
track record time. Six went postward in- 
cluding the entry of Nala, and Benguala, 
last year’s Steeplechaser of the Year, in 
addition to *Muguet 2nd, Real Fancy, 
Little Gil, winner of the Aqueduct Spring 
Steeplechase and the promising young 
‘chaser, Peal. The half a dozen raced off 
to a good start with Peal (142 lbs.) show- 
ing the way over the first few fences. Turn- 
ing into the front side the first time Real 
Fancy (139 lbs.) took over the lead with 
the remainder of the field in close atten- 
dance. Going over the water Paddy Smith- 
wick on Real Fancy enjoyed a lead of about 
three lengths. Behind him Little Gil (147 
Ibs.) and Peal were on equal terms, and 
as they raced for the turn, Albert Foot 
moved up on the outside with Nala (155 
lbs.) This trio cut the turn in close quart- 
ers with the result that Little Gil was shuf- 
fled back to fourth, but it was still a very 
close race as the field rounded into the far 
side. Closing on Real Fancy, whose lead 
was cut to about a length at the eighth 
fence, Peal, Little Gil and Nala raced on 
even terms until midway down when a bob- 
ble by Nala set him back to fourth place. 
Going to the last jump on the far side, 
Scottie Schulhofer, who had been rating 
*Muguet 2nd, co-top weight at 160 Ibs., 
with Benguala, began a move which ap- 
peared as if it would take him to the lead 
at the turn. At this stage of the race Real 
Fancy began to give way, as did LittleGil, 
but Nala regained his stride, and the pair

closed on Peal which had gone to the front 
over the eleventh fence. Sweeping around 
the final turn, this trio fought it out head 
and head, Nala on the inside, Peal in the 
middle and *Muguet 2nd on the outside. 
Bending into the stretch Nala came out 
slightly and *Muguet 2nd came inslightly. 
Peal appeared unequal to the drive of the 
first two at this point, but was bothered 
slightly. Out in front *Muguet 2nd and Nala 
were all out under a whipping, driving 
finish, with the result in doubt until the 
finish line. Nala’s margin was a short 
head over *Muguet 2nd, with Peal half a 
dozen lengths away in third place. Ben- 
guala closed well to be fourth after trail- 
ing his field most of the way, Little Gil 
and Real Fancy completed the race inthat 
order. 

Nala was well handled by Albert Foot 
and completed the about two miles and a 
furlong in 3:56 1/2 bettering Amateur’s 
1960 mark by two fifths of a second, It 
was his second effort over the larger 
fences, his previous race being a victory 
in the Appleton at Aqueduct last fall. In 
between, he was beaten twice over hurdles. 
Nala is a six-year-old entire horse by 
*Nasrullah, out of Accra, which produced 
the immortal Neji. 


Tuscarora Breaks Record 

Nala’s course mark however, was 
broken several days later when Tuscarora 
racing for G, H. Bostwick, clipped a fifth 
off the record in another well contested 
brush event. Ridden by Ronald Cartwright, 
the five-year-old home-bred gelding 
fenced well throughout, went to the front 
approaching the far turn, and then with- 
stood a determined challenge from John 
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M. Schiff’s *Juventus from that point to the 
wire. The latter, only a four-year-old, 
ran a good race, but appeared to hang 
slightly in the stretch and was beaten a 
length and a quarter. Basil Bee was third 
after racing well all the way, but was no 
match for the top two, After setting the pace 
from the third fence to the eleventh, Lord 
Mike gave way and finished fourth. The 
one casualty in the race was L, Clay 
Camp’s good fencer, Gridiron, which got 
in deep at the liverpool and fractured his 
off hind leg. 


The Bushwick Hurdles 

The feature jumping event of the second 
week at Belmont was the Bushwick Hurdle 
Handicap on Thursday, June 8th. Mrs. Cor- 
delia May’s Be Moderate made a front 
running victory of it under a smooth ride 
from Jimmy Murphy. Taking the lead al- 
most at once, Be Moderate under 148 lbs,, 
led by more than daylight all the way ex- 
cept for a brief period rounding the clyb- 
house turn. Taking the last fence three on 
top Murphy rode him out to score by six. 
The runner-up, Mrs. L. W. Knapp, Jr’s 
Nautilus under 156 lbs., made a bid for 
top honors around the final turn, and while 
he outran the favorite, Pocosaba down the 
front side, he did not seriously threaten 
Be Moderate. Pocosaba, a four-year-old 
filly, with 145 lbs., was the actual weight 
for age top weight. She ran closest to Be 
Moderate for the two mile journey until 
overtaken by Nautilus around the last turn. 
Cartwright kept her out of trouble on the 
outside, and while she might have lost 
ground because of this, she did not ap- 
pear to race back to her winning effort in 
the Aqueduct National Hurdle. Over a 
course that is now verging on the hard 
side because of no rain in recent days, 
Be Moderate’s time was 3:41, just three 
ticks off the track record held by Lang- 
ton Breeze. 

Be Moderate, a five-year-old entire 
horse by *Agitator II from Drakensburg, 
has piled up a very consistent record 
thus far in the year. He has been post- 
ward seven times on the flat and over 
hurdles. The Bushwick was his third 
hurdle score out of five efforts. He also 
won one of his two flat starts, and in the 
other three over jumps and on the flat he 
has been no worse than second, 

Earlier in the week, trainer Sidney 
Watters, Jr., and Jimmy Murphy were 
also successful with Kerr Stable’s *Wild- 
fire 2nd. Making the second start of his 
jumping career, the six-year-old French 
bred toyed with his field, quickly went to the 
front when asked and won by half a dozen 
lengths. Murphy gave him a confident ride 
and at no time during the race did he really 
haveto ask his mount to run, In contrast, 
Evan Jackson on the runner-up, Golden 
East, scrubbed during the last half mile 
and held the place by three and a half 
lengths from Mrs. L. S. Miller’s Sunny 
Rhodes.

Thanks to this arrangement 
ice will be made available to horsemen 
for the treatment of their horses before 
and after races. In commenting on the 
installation most of the divisional pres- 
idents present were of the opinion that 
similar arrangements could be made in 
their divisions, because the ice making 
machines will improve the efficiency in 
the care of horses with leg ailments. 
In those areas where the racing as- 
sociations can not afford to buy the 
machines the local divisional heads intend 
to ask them to lease the equipment on a 
meeting basis. New York, it was brought 
out during the course of the convention 
discussion, was one of the first areas 
to furnish ice to the horsemen, but this 
was done from an ice bin,

FLORIDA 


$450,000 IN PURSES FOR 
FLORIDA-BREDS 

When Governor Farris Bryant signed 
Florida State Senate Bill 601 providing 
for one Florida-bred preferred race each 
day at all Florida Thoroughbred tracks, 
Florida-breds automatically became 
eligible for overnight races in which 
purses will reach a minimum of $450,000 
in the 1961-62 season. The Bill had been 
introduced by Senator L. K, Edwards, 
representing Marion County, was under 
the care of Ocala’s Representative Wil- 
liam O’Neill in the House, The votes in 
both committees and in both branches of 
the legislature were unanimous. 

The Florida Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association, whose directors developed 
this approach to a program for home- 
breds, and which requested that the bill 
be introduced, is anxious that all horse- 
men understand the simple provisions of 
the bill, All Florida tracks are required 
to run an average of one race daily in 
which Florida-breds shall be preferred as 
entries. The type of race will be selected 
by the Racing Secretary involved but 
must conform proportionately to the racing 
class of Florida-breds available. 

Bonnie Heath, Ocala, President of the 
Association, stated that a preferred race 
program was desired for these principal 
reasons, Viz: 

1, With a closed race program, such 
as is available in many states, it would 
be necessary to pre-empt too many of the 
races in which starting positions are most 
difficult to obtain. 

2. Closed races tend to downgrade 
racing programs in states where pro- 
duction is not large enough to provide an 
ample supply of horses of all classes. 

3. It is a well known fact that Florida 
produces excellent horses, With a pre- 
ferred race program owners of Florida- 
breds will have a good opportunity to 
run all of them and to place them where 
they belong. 

Heath further pointed out that Florida 
breeders, while firmly believing they are 
equally entitled with breeders in other 
States to intra-state programs, had no 
desire whatever to monopolize the races 
overfilled to the greatest extent nor did 
they wish to be a party to down grading 
racing. The Association will employ a field 
secretary with a mobile office who will 
make his headquarters at whichever track 
1s in operation, It will be his principal 





duty to act as liason man between owners 
of Florida-breds and the Racing Secretary, 
will keep the latter posted at all times 
on the number of Florida-breds available 
along with their approximate racing class. 
Additionally, he will be available to help 
owners of Florida-breds with Florida- 
bred registration problems. 


MUST BE THE SUNSHINE 

It is a rather remarkable feat which the 
transplanted Marylanders have done in 
setting up Ocala Stud Farm at Ocala, 
Florida. This is a commercial farm and 
not an idle past-time. So right off they 
have two Kentucky Derby winners bred at 
Ocala Stud in five years, Needles which 
won in 1956 and Carry Back which turned 
the trick this year. 

Of course the farm had not yet been 
transferred from Mr. Dickey’s owner- 
ship to that of Ocala Stud when Needles 
was foaled. But it was the same place 
anyway. And besides just one double 
classic winner is enough success for a new 
establishment in case you want to discount 
Needles as the product of the predecessor 
to Ocala Stud. 

They say it is that famous Florida sun- 
shine and plenty of fresh air. That fresh 
air makes me sleepy and the sunshine 
gives me a bad burn while I’m sleeping on 
the beach from too much fresh air. It must 
do more than that for the horses though.

Bartolommeo Passarotti was born in 
Bologna in 1529 and died in the same city 
in 1592, In 1551 he made the journey to 
Rome where he became a pupil of Vignola 
and of Taddeo Zuccaro, He returned to 
Bologna and opened a studio and school 
that became famous throughout Italy. He 
was One of the first artists to free him- 
self from the bonds of Florentine Man- 
nerism and adopt the richness and the 
atmospheric palette of the Venetian paint- 
ers. He was also the first artist to create 
a type of “‘genre’’ painting, particular to 
the 16th century. His portraits are ex- 
ceptional at this period too. The page of 
horses comes from a large sketchbook of 
his work, formerly owned by Bruce E, A, 
Pollard Urquart at Craigstone Castle in 
Aberdeenshire, Scotland, and was prob- 
ably done from antique Roman sculpture 
that he saw on his trip to Rome, 

Passarotti was the teacher of Agostino 
Caracci, Francesco Vanni and other dis- 
tinguished artists. As master of the Car- 
acci he may be considered a second 
founder of the Bolognese school. His is a 
dry, precise and calligraphic draughts- 
manship in which the influence of Michel- 
angelo is clearly visible. In fact his 
drawings have frequently been attributed 
to the master.

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Hunting by Proxy

Playing games by proxy is already a 
national religion. One thinks of the crowds 
at the Test Match, the Cup Final or 
Wimbledon; of the enthusiastic members 
of polo clubs whose polo is limited to 
sitting in their cars on the shady side of 
the ground and treading in the divots 
between chukkas,. Field sports by proxy 
are more difficult. Fishing by proxy is 
impossible. One is no longer invited to a 
shooting party unless one shoots. But one 
can hunt by proxy. 

Today, real hunting, that is, riding 
straight to hounds, requires either alot of 
money or a lot of hard work. For the 
ordinary person with limited means, other 
work to do and perhaps other winter inter- 
ests, such as’'- skiing or the South of 
France, hunting is becoming more and 
more difficult. For him, there are three 
courses open: to take Holy Orders and only 
ride as far as the first covert (the pre- 
scribed limit for Trollope’s parsons), not 
to hunt at all, or to hunt by proxy. The 
first course could be attractive, but there 
may also be rules not allowing clergy- 
men to go beyond the nursery slopes or 
the table nearest the door at the Casino. 
Too many people don’t hunt at all, partic- 
ularly in parts of England where the County 
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“wexcellent long-playing record now 
on the market’’ 


as a unit of Society is breaking up and the 
Hunt is becoming a backwater of whose 
existence one is almost unaware, absorb- 
ed as one is by jazz and dress shows and 
motor racing. But in English counties 
worth their salt (like Rutland), in parts 
of Scotland and, above all, in Ireland, the 
Hunt is still the centre of country life, 
the County incarnate and mobile. Not to 
hunt at all is to cut oneself off from 
civilization, Hunt one must: if not in 
person, then by proxy. 

Hunting by proxy is more than just 
following occasionally in a car, or on foot, 
Strictly speaking, it means being rep- 
resented by a member of one’s family. 
To the question ‘‘Do you hunt?’* one must 
be able to answer ‘‘No, but my wife/hus- 
band / son / daughter / brother / sister / 
father/mother does.”” More distant de- 
grees of relationship aren’t allowed and 
mistresses and lovers are only recogniz- 
ed by a very few hunts. 

In the broader sense, hunting by proxy 
may be extended to having hunted oneself 
in the past. All parents should make their 
children hunt. Ponies are cheap, the 
parents have the benefit of the child-proxy, 
the child will be able to say when it 
grows up “I used to hunt.” And I cannot 
urge parents strongly enough to let their 
sons hunt at the university. It’s well worth 
the cost of a hireling to be able to say 
in later life ‘‘I used to hunt at Oxford.’’ 
It gives one an immense social prestige 
at the university itself and there’s no 
worry about how one will acquit oneself 
in front of the County: at Oxford or 
Cambridge, if one falls off, one’s friends 
will only think one was drunk, which one 
probably was. 

There are other ways of hunting by 
proxy. One can give lawn meets, attend 
hunt dinners and keep hunting boots in one’s 
bedroom, There are three famous Hunt 
clubs which no longer hunt, the Tarporley, 
the Perth and the Down. But itis possible 
to be elected to a Hunt club which does 
hunt, even though one doesn’t hunt one- 
self. What one has to do to achieve this 
honour depends on one’s own status in the 
County and also on that of the Hunt, If 
one belongs to an important county family 
that has supported the Hunt for genera- 
tions, a subscription may be enough. If 
one ic unable to ride but willing to work, 
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‘*Keep hunting boots in one’s bedroom,” 











one might become an extra secretary; if 
one is rich but unable to ride, one might 
become paying Joint-Master. To be an 
M.F.H., if only for one season, sets one 
up as a hunter-by-proxy for life and is 
thus a first-rate investment. How much, 
if at all, one would be expected to ride 
during one’s mastership depends on the 
Hunt’s finances and again on one’s own 
status. I can think of a popular baronet 
who was an M.F.H. for years and spent 
every hunting season in the South of

France, 

Perhaps the most impressive way of 
hunting by proxy is to give a lawn meet, 
This is fun and also a cheap way of 
entertaining one’s non-hunting friends 
(they can be sent invitations, as though to 
a party). At a lawn meet the hunter-by- 
proxy has a great advantage over the real 
hunting people: not having to make a 
restless horse stand still, untroubled by 
boxes, grooms or leathers, he can give 
his whole attention to the cherry brandy 
and the non-hunting girls. One of the most 
successful lawn meets we ever gave was 
when it snowed: hounds and horses were 
sent away and everybody came indoors 
for what became a very good hunt by 
proxy indeed, 

Here is an axiom. The less you are 
and the less you hunt, the more you must 
talk about hunting. I envy two acquaint- 
ances of mine, both of whom really hunt 
in the shires. One is a nobleman who 
silences every hunting bore with the lie 
**I don’t hunt’’, The other is a girl who 
limits her hunting conversation to saying

in a vague manner “I hunt with a pack 
called the Pytchley.”” But the ordinary 
humble hunter-by-proxy has to take a 
serious interest in hunting. He should get 
to know about every meet, every covert; 
develop a good ear for the music of hounds; 
and in this connection I should mention 
an excellent long-playing record now on the 
market. He must listen to and memorize 
stories of famous runs since the days of 
Nimrod, An optional, but highly desirable, 
extra is to be a good performer on the 
hunting horn at hunt balls. 

At hunt balls, every good hunter-by- 
proxy deserves to wear a pink evening 
coat. Few would have the courage of Miss 
Nancy Mitford’s young men who wore pink 
coats because they were “so pretty’’; 
though the late and legendary Lord 
Tredegar is said to have come down to 
dinner in a red velvet tail coat having 
told his guests to wear what they liked. 
People who belong to Hunt clubs or have 
hunted in the past can wear pink coats 
as a matter of course. If one belongs to 
an important county family which has 
patronized a hunt for generations one 
usually feels one has a right to wear one 
of the many pink coats that are knocking 
about one’s house. Then there is the sort 
of person who puts on his grandfather’s 
pink coat without even knowing to what 
hunt it belongs: I know a young man whose 
coat was that of a pack in British India, 
defunct before he was born, Such a young 
man, particularly if he’s not sovery young 
and is trying to get off with a pre-deb, 
deserves to be accosted by a white- 
haired veteran: “‘By jove, old feller, I 
see you were at Jorrockspore.” And I 
look forward to the day when somebody 
appears in his grandfather’s pink coat and 
it turns out that his grandfather was a 
toastmaster. (The Tatler)

As a result one obstacle 
was taken out, a most testing tree-trunk 
positioned over a ‘“‘V” ditch, the sides 
of which resembled those of a greased 
pan, 

As an added attraction the local Pony 
Club staged a rally in the mornings 
followed by the Jenny Camp Trials, The 
latter was filled by what were for the 
most part Preliminary horses. Noteworthy 
in the simple dressage test was Miss 
Suzanne Cove who rode J. C. K. Shipp’s 
Jalma’s Rain with considerable finesse for 
the best score. She did not fare as well 
with R. Monohan’s Flying World. Miss 
Cove had the misfortune to be eliminated 
in the later Endurance Test on both 
horses: Jalma’s Rain dug in his toes in 
the Steeplechase phase and Flying World 
fell with her on the Cross-Country. 

The grey Friars Camp with owner 
Robert Beer led after the Endurance 
Test, having incurred only time penalties 
and with a clear Stadium Jumping per- 
formance came home the winner. Friars 
Camp, whose granddam was the celebrat- 
ed two-time Olympic medal winner, Jenny 
Camp, who gave her name to this event, 
was Closely pressed by the New Jersey 
entry, de Broke ridden by R, Zabriskie. 
This pair finished second, some 8 points 
behind the winner. Donald Patterson’s two 
entries, Lady Rowland and Tamer placed 
4th and 3rd, both under Mrs. H, Wool- 
man, Lady Rowland completing the cross- 
country course without jumping penalties. 
Col. L. Riley’s big chestnut Battle Wac 
(Miss L, Eddins) fared well until the pair 
went off course. 

The Horse Trials, staged in the after- 
noons, naturally provided a more spectac- 
ular picture, the treacherous ground con- 
ditions being primarily responsible. The 
Intermediate Division preceded the Open 
and covered almost the same distance, 
just over ten miles in the Speed and 
Endurance Test. The well-known Mr. 
Richard Watjen of Sunnyfield Farm, New 


York, judged the dressage test, his co- 


judge, Brig. Gen. Frank Henry, having 
been detained at the last moment.

scored what can only be described as a 
smashing victory. It started with a dres- 
sage score of only 40 points, the horse 
being on the bit throughout and completely 
obedient. Like the rest of the field he 
earned appreciable bonus points for time 
over an inviting steeplechase course, 
and was but four seconds over the Time 
Allowed on the Cross-Country course and 
without jumping penalties. Gamecock top- 
pedd it off with one of the two clear 
rounds on Sunday, the Stadium Jumping 
day and on to win by a margin of 47 
points, 

The capable Hi-Hampton, winner of 
past Horse Trials and former Virginia 
Field Hunter Reserve Champion, under 
owner-rider A. Mackay-Smith, was im- 
pressive with a score of 47 in the dres- 
sage test and added to this, in the cross- 
country, a refusal at the ultimate fence. 
With but one down in the Jumping Test 
he placed an easy second in the overall 
standing, in turn with a wide margin over 
the third-place Firecracker (J. C. K. 
Shipp), ridden with great determination 
by Mrs. John Sturrock, This pair was 
handicapped by a poor dressage test, and 
accumulated a jumping penalty, which 
were however offset by a very rapid 
trip over the cross-country course and 
the resultant bonus for the fastest time. 
Lt. jg R. Beck, the Olympic medal win- 
ner in the Pentathlon, riding his use- 
ful mare Kitty Hawk, had the misfortune 
to be eliminated for exceeding the Time 
Limit in Phase ‘‘C’’, the Roads & Tracks, 
especially after a good dressage placing. 
Unfortunately an error was made by the 
Organizers in the distance of that phase: 
it was actually one mile longer than post- 
ed, which he realized too late. 

Among the Intermediate horses, the 
“Slide”? proved the most troublesome 
(see sketch), preceded as it was by a 
horizontal ‘‘V’’ board fence and an angular 
approach. It called for a minimal jumping 
effort, but considerable obedience. 

The Open Division resulted in a tie for 
first day with Gibson Semmes’ Duck Soup 
and Miss Mandy McCormick’s Tourna- 
ment’s Beau (Stewart Treviranus) aneven 
first. Counterpoint (Miss M, A. Brown) 
and a newcomer to Trials, Canaan Farm’s 
Holsteiner mare, Fantasie (F. Nuesch) 
appeared to be the only other contender 


for the International Challenge Trophy. 
The heavy rain during the night preceding 
the Speed & Endurance Test seemed to call 
for a slow and careful ride in view of the, 
in places, quite appalling footing. 
However, the order was to be con- 
siderably changed, D, Semmes’ fleet bay 
mare Susan Melody came into her own, 
for she turned in the only clear round 
over the 26-obstacle 2 3/4-mile long 
cross-country course! She jumped with 
great care and determination, to lead the 
field after the second day, accumulating 
a total of 23.6 bonus points for time. The 
little grey, Tournament’s Beau also 
achieved bonus points, but came to grief, 
momentarily, at the Irish Bank, preceded 
and followed by a post and rail: he slid 


under the first and once refused to mount 
the bank, while on coming off he luckily 
broke through the far post and rail to 
stay on his nimble feet! Duck Soup found 
the Telegraph Poles over the ditch just 
beyond his scope, incurring a fall, but 
with exceptional gameness then completed 
the course with only some additional 
time penalty points. It was at these 
Telegraph Poles that the, by then, very 
tired Fantasie had a crashing fall, re- 
maining on the ground for several minutes. 
She was remounted to finish the course, 
but was eliminated for exceeding the Time 
Limit. Counterpoint fell at the ‘Colonels’ 
Combination’, the first element of which 
was an English Stile, an awkward approach;

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with its airy nature and near maximum 
height, it caused several close calls, the 
most spectacular being that of Miss J. 
Scattergood on her Buccaneer, the rider 
making a truly fantastic recovery. Buc- 
caneer temporarily bogged down in the 
heavy clay forming the bottom of the 
trench, the second part of this spectac- 
ular combination. 

With a 30-point margin, Susan Melody 
more than held her lead right to the end 
to win finally by some 50 points the 
International Challenge Trophy. This in 
spite of two fences down and time penalties 
over a Stadium Jumping Course which 
saw every Open horse incur over 20 
penalty points and time penalties! Tourna- 
ment’s Beau still maintained his second 
place, even though twice off course. 
Counterpoint managed a third placing, 
largely due to his steady overall per- 
formance, over Duck Soup, who dropped 
behind on the second day. 

Undoubtedly the heavy going made the 
well-built cross-country course a tougher 
proposition than had been planned, but it 
also served to show up successfully the 
quality of the horses participating. The 
organizers deserve much credit for stag- 
ing a full Three-Day Horse Trials to

THE HOLSTEINER BREED 

In a letter published in the June issue 
of ‘‘The Light Horse’’, J. Horstmann of 
the Reit-Und-Fahrschule, Elmshorn, Ger- 
many, writes as follows: - ‘*The Associa- 
tion of Breeders of Holsteins has been 
established since 1881, Before that a com- 
plete stock register was kept, which later 
was combined with the Holstein Stud Book, 
The closing of the Traventhal Stud, much 
discussed abroad, has led to the idea that 
the Holstein breed has ceased to exist. But, 
on the dissolution of the State Studs, the 
Association of Breeding Organisations ar- 
ranged that the standing stallions of the 
Traventhal Stud should be acquired, so that 
the continuity of planned breeding could be 
guaranteed, The Association today has 
3,000 members, 1,800 mares, and S6stal- 
lions at the disposal of the breeders. Of 
these 42 are with the Association and 14 in 
private hands. The Association stallions 
serve out side the station at Elmshorn 
from March Il to July 15, but are kept 
there from July 15 until March 15 next 
year, when the yearlings undergo a per- 
formance test. The Association has taken 
over the functions of the earlier State 
Studs for the management of stallions, The 
number of mares covered in the year 1960 
was about 1,400, and will certainly reach 
the same figure in 1961, 
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‘‘For something like five years we have 
sent jumpers and breeding stock to Eng- 
land. Mr. William Powell of Fairlight, 
Burgess Hill, Sussex, is our authorized 
agent and the Association is behind him? 
One of our members imported the Eng- 
lish Thoroughbred Cottage Son (by Young 
Lover out of Wait Not) and the results of 
his mating with Holstein mares have been 
excellent. We are hoping, if possible, to 
import one or two more stallions, The 
Holstein horse has not only made a name 
for itself as a jumper in international 
shows, but is also becoming successful as 
a 3-day event horse.”

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The Anatomy of the Horse 
The Digestive System - Organs

la. The digestive system is really a 
muscular tube passing through the body. 
It has two external openings, is looped on 
itself many times, is dilated at intervals 
along its course, and is provided with sev- 
eral accessory organs. How long is the 
tube? With what is it lined? 

About 100 feet in length, It is lined with 
mucous membrane, 

b. Why are digestive disturbances often 
reflected in skin disturbances? 

Mucous membrane is a modified form 
of skin so there is a close relationship 
between them. 
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2. Briefly discuss the sense o1 taste. 

Research is incomplete. From what is 
known the senses of taste and smell must 
work together - without smell there is no 
taste. Taste itself is situated in certain 
small protuberances called papillae which 
are found chiefly on the tongue. To be 
tasted the substance must be dissolved ina 
fluid which may be one of the functions of 
Saliva, 

3. What organ prevents food and water 
from returning through the mouth after 
entering the pharynx? Where is it located? 

The soft palate which is suspended from 
the back of the hard palate. The traplike 
action of the soft palate also prevents 
breathing through the mouth. 

4a, Name and locate the largest sali- 
vary gland. 

The parotid gland is situated below the 
ear and back of the jaw. 

b. What are the two chief functions of 
Saliva? 

It moistens and lubricates the food for 
Swallowing and as a digestive juice it acts 
on the starches and sugars. 


5. The pharynx has a dual function. 
What is it? 

It is a passage for air to the larynx, 
and for food to the esophagus (gullet). 

6a. What organs does the esophagus 
connect? 

Pharynx and stomach. 

b. How is food forced through the 
esophagus? 

By progressive waves of constriction 
of its circular muscles. 

c. Can the process by which food is 
forced downward be reversed? 

No. 
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7. The diaphragm is a partition between 
the thoracic (chest) cavity and the abdom- 
inal (belly) cavity. Discuss if briefly. 

It is a thin curtain of muscle of great 
strength, It is attached to the inner sides 
of the ribs beginning high up under the 
backbone just in front of the loin and 
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sloping downward and forward to the breast 
bone, It is pierced by the great blood ves- 
sels, and the gullet as they pass out of 
the chest. Its front is covered by pleura, 
and lies in touch with the lungs and the 
liver and stomach are on the other side. 

8. Is the stomach relatively large or 
small considering the size of the animal? 

Small. 

9. With respect to efficiency of diges- 
tion, what is the result of overloading the 
stomach? With respect to breathing? 

Efficiency as a digestive organ is 
lowered - liable to cause colic. Breathing 
is made more difficult as the distended 
stomach pushes the diaphragm against 
the lungs. 

10a. When does the digestive process 
begin in the stomach? 

Immediately on receipt of food, 

b, Food on entering the stomach is ar- 
ranged in layers, the end next to the small 
intestine filling first. When does food begin 
passing to the small intestine? 

When the stomach is about 2/3 full. 
This is one of the reasons that it is ad- 
visable to feed hay before grain so that 
the grain being held longer in the stomach 
undergoes more thorough digestion, And, 
the bulk in the small intestine distends it 
and contributes to more thorough diges- 
tion. 

lla, What organs do the small intestine 
connect? 

The stomach and caecum (water gut). 

b, Where is the small intestine located? 
Why is it important to know its location? 

It lies in coils and folds near the left 
flank being suspended from the region of 
the loin by an extensive fan-shaped mem- 
brane called the mesentery. In as much 
as the caecum is located high in the right 
flank and extends downward and forward 
toward the diaphragm one may pretty well 
pinpoint the location of intestinal dis- 
turbance by knowing the location of these 
organs, 

c. What two digestive secretions empty 
into the small intestine by way of a duct, 
about two feet from the stomach? 

Bile and pancreatic juice which are 
secreted by the liver and pancreas,

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Jumping Classes in Europe 
and America

I have been asked to compare Euro- 
pean and American jumping classes and 
set about this task with some misgivings. 
A few years ago I was your guest as 
Captain of the British Jumping Team and I 
enjoyed myself enormously. We were en- 
tertained right royally and the team given 
such a splendid and sporting welcome that 
I would hate to say anything that might be 
construed as public criticism of my hosts - 
apart from anything else I might not be 
asked to come again! But International 
Show Jumping is now probably the friend- 
liest contact between the Nations of the 
world and I feel that one must do any- 
thing one can to make it truly Internation- 
al so that the same conditions obtain when- 
ever teams jump. We in Europe may err 
too much in the way of speed and in some 
ways have much to learn from the Amer- 
icans. On the other hand it is just possible 
that the New World is temporarily lagging 
just a little behind the Old World in other 
ways, due to the enforced fade-out of 
Military Teams. 

As all the nations which took part in 
the last war found it necessary to dis- 
pense with their Cavalry Schools, Inter- 
national Show Jumping had to be thrown 
open to civilians who now exceed in num- 
ber their military rivals in nearly all 
International Horse Shows. The last In- 
ternational Horse Shows to make the 
change were Dublin, Harrisburg, New York 
and Toronto. No Horse Show can now 
stage contests of a sufficiently high stand- 
ard if only purely military teams take 
part. There is no doubt that the instruction 
of civilians has proved very healthy for 
International Show Jumping although it is 
doubtful whether the show executives 
themselves delight in having to deal with 
irrepressible civilians instead of the mil- 
itary with whom the pulling of rank is 
omnipotent. Civilians are more apt to 
study the rules rather critically and then 
draw attention to any infringement on the 
part of other competitors or even of the 
organizing committee itself. This brings 
me to one difference between European 
and American Horse Shows. In Europe 
nowadays the F.E,I, (International) Rules 
are adopted without question in their en- 
tirety and there is never any question of 
altering them. In America the Internation- 
al Rules are sometimes changed to comply 
with local custom or to honour some old 
tradition - no doubt very good reasons in 
themselves - but, oh what headaches they 
give to the organizing committees. For a 
sport to become truly international the 
code set by the central body (in this case 
the Federation Equestre Internationale) 
is invariably the best one to bring about the 
fairest result under the most peaceful 


conditions. 

~ Military Teams monopolized Internat- 
ional Show Jumping before the war and it 
was not until 1947 that the British Show 
Jumping Association launched civilians 
into the International arena and also or- 
ganized several classes under Internation- 
al Rules at home. These classes were 
initially a failure because we only halfdid 
the job, People thought that International 
courses had to be small and tricky and 
were decided entirely on time. Silly little 
twisty courses, a mockery of the proper 
ones, were set. Nearly all the civilians 
became super-critical and non-coopera- 
tive and wanted to go back to the “old 
rules” which were similar to those used 
by the American Horse Shows Associa- 
tion, 


Importance of Variety 

It was then that we realized how for- 
tunate we were in having Lieut-Colonel 
Mike Ansell as our Chairman, He led us 
past all opposition into having two sets of 
rules (our own National and the Inter- 
national) both of which were rigidly ob- 
served. Our International Competitions 
were made like those prevailing in Eur- 
ope. The courses were modelled on those 
that had brought the Italian and German 
Teams to such heights between the wars 
and we varied our International events, 
just as they do in all European Shows, As 
-a result they were a huge success with 
spectators and competitors alike. Variety 
is the spice of show jumping and that 
brings me on to another major difference 
between American and European Shows. 
There is a sameness about American 
competitions. The fences for the lst round 
are usually about 4’ 3” to 4’ 6” high and 
then the course is heightened bit by bit. 
When the British Team competed in New 
York, for instance, a general rule was 
made that time would count on the 2nd 
jump-off in nearly all the competitions - 
including the Fault and Out Events! 

Indoor International Shows under the 
F.E.I, Rules such as Harringay have had 
a terrific boom on the Continent, especi- 
ally in Paris and Brussels. You perhaps 
know that on each day provision is made 
for (a) the powerful height jumping horse 
(b) the handy ‘‘speed-merchant”’, A rider 
thus aims at bringing a horse of each 
category to such a show. The second cat- 
egory with the smaller fences allows 
owners a Chance to give young horses in- 
ternational experience and of course there 
is no need to rush them around to win, 

As a rule a horse can only take part in 
one competition a day so that his owner is 
able to choose the most suitable event fot 
him as in racing. Against this variety 
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take Toronto for example. Time never 
counted in a jump-off. The fences were 
put up only a couple of inches at a time, 
Combined with the fact that the courses 
(of 8 fences) were initially rather too easy 
(14 out of 18 horses once went clean) it 
meant that interminable jumping-off took 
place. On one occasion it lasted until the 
early hours of the morning by which time 
it was difficult to determine who was the 
most exhausted - horses, riders, or the 
few spectators who remained to watch the 
end of the Marathon. This sort of thing is 
expecially unfair to the good horse who by 
virtue of his prowess is involved in in- 
cessant jumping-off, possibly for days on 
end. We have found in Europe that spec- 
tators like a show to start on schedule, 
keep to schedule and end on schedule, 
Without the speed element and jumping- 
off it is difficult for promoters to time 
their programmes accurately. 


Praise For American Fence Crews 

Yet another difference I fear is that 
European shows do end on time, but by 
now you will be thinking that your guest 
is becoming altogether too critical so it 
is high time that I drew attention to your 
lightning fence erecting and demolishing. 
The speed and accuracy with which this is 
done is a show in itself. Half-a-dozen 
tractors hurtle into the arena and shed 
their loads at the right place within a 
second or two of dashing back to their 
kennels. Then the fences grow up, Disney- 
fashion, so that within five minutes the 
courses are ready to jump. Terrific! 
Just about three times as quick as I have 
ever seen it done in Europe, 

As a rule some of our fences are 
usually broader and more massive and 
are not moved, although changed and 
varied in size for each class. Others are 
brought in and erected under thedirections 
of the Clerk of the Course and while this 
is going on the riders are allowed to 
walk around. In this way spectators are 
able to get better acquainted with riders 
and the sight of teams being told what to 
do by their Team Captains is often very 
amusing and instructive. A rider finds 
this invaluable as he is better able to 
study the corners and angles at which he 
can jump certain fences, important factors 
when time counts, I think this would be a 
welcome innovation at American Shows 
although, of course, under F,E.I, Rules no 
horses are ever allowed in the ring before 
they come in to jump. 

In Europe we have a different setup 
for the judging of competitions. I think 
it is better than your system ofthe Judges 
walking around the arena. A raised “Jury 
Box’’ is placed in a prominent position 
half-way down one long side of the arena. 
The President of the Jury sits in the 
middle and rings the electric bell for start- 
ing a round (and for other purposes) in- 
stead of blowing a whistle. He calls out the 
faults as each fence is jumped to his mark- 
er who sits next to him, Also sitting with 
him is another judge (to double-check), 
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the time-keeper and the announcer so that 
all control is unified. One Team Captain 
sits in the Jury-Box for each competition 
and this is decided by ballot. In America 
the judges and time-keeper all get into a 
huddle in the ring, add up their sums and 
then pass the information tothe announcer 
or ‘‘walkie-talkie’’ man. This all means 
delay and as a rule the next horse is not 
allowed in the ring. In case he crashes 
the hurdle it means further delay. InEur- 
ope the next horse to jump is usually in 
the ring walking round before the previous 
jumper has left the ring. As soon as the 
announcer has given out the faults and the 
course has been reset the bell is rung and 
the next horse starts. By using the Jury- 
Box it is a very simple matter to jump 
30 horses in one hour while in America it 
often takes an hour to jump 18 horses in 
the International classes, 


Types of Fences 

Now we come to the most important 
difference of all and that is the question 
of the fences. Before I get involved inthis 
aspect it is right that that one should 
first discuss the questions of ideals, What 
do we require of a Show Jumper? Is it 
super-duper clean jumping alone or do we 
want courage as well? Do we want ahorse 
to jump a foot clear over a 4’ obstacle or 
do we want him to tackle a 6’ gate or wall 
or a huge wide double-oxer? If you get the 
first you probably will not get the second, 
To get the first you probably have to pole 
and get your horse artifically clean and 
probably so apprehensive that he will not 
tackle a big fence. 

I believe that the only excuse for show 
jumping is that it should be the supreme 
test of the hunter, the trial by ordeal for 
that most glorious sport of all ~- fox- 
hunting. I believe that show jumping is not 
an end in itself. If it were, why not make 
a real circus trick of it, put false noses 
on and make our horses jump through paper 
hoops to our hearts content? Show jumping 
is one of the means to an end - the wild 
thrill of a brave high-lepping horse be- 
tween your legs and your eyes never off the 
leading hound. Show jumping should be a 
test of what is required to take you across 
a big country. Therefore, we need above 
all courage and the ability to jump big 
spread fences, high solid timber and wide 
water. The time factor is an essential as 
a horse that follows along behind at aslow 
pace will cause you to miss all the fun 
(and the party afterwards) even if he is 
inches above every fence. 

European fences are different in con- 
Struction to American ones. In Europe 
they are usually at least 14’ wide and the 
poles are heavier. For instance, those at 
the White City outdoor and the Harringay 
indoor Shows weigh 60 lbs. to 80 lbs, 
Most European poles weigh 50 percent 
more than American poles. In Europe 
these poles are supported in cups which 
cover approximately one-third of the poles 
circumference. The F.E.I, Rules say these 
cups must not cover more than one-half 


of the poles circumference. In America 
they are comparatively lightly supported. 
In Harrisburg slightly upturned aluminum 
pegs were used, while in New York they 
had shallow cups, and in Toronto levers, 
which were held in position by springs. 
The last named worked well until the new 
paint was chipped off the springs, which 
caused the poles to drop at the slightest 
touch, The advantage of having heavier 
poles more firmly supported is that horses 
soon learn that it is wise to jump clean in 
the ring without the rapping and poling 
outside the ring which is necessary if they 
are to jump fanatically and artificially 
clean over flimsy obstacles which drop 
when only slightly touched. In America 
there is rather more poling outside the 
ring (in spite of valiant S.P.C.A. efforts) 
than takes place in the European Shows, 
at least that one can see. The fences in 
Europe are also much more solid looking 
and impressive in appearance. Poles, 
whether used singly or as parallel bars, 
are seldom if ever used without lower

poles being added. Thus, in the parallel 
bars you would have 4 poles and in a 
double oxer you would also have 4 poles - 
2 each side. In Europe they usually use a 
ground line and do not allow fences to 
hang in the air. Again, although some 
European shows delight in fancy colour 
schemes for poles, none of them have yet 
asked us to jump white panels with bulls- 
eyes painted on them! In the latter case 
surely we are getting a long way from the 
hunting field. In America we jumped 
doubles that were always at the correct 
distances of 24’ or 36° apart and built 
entirely of white poles. 


Distances Between Fences 
In Europe we jump many more doubles 
and trebles and the component parts are 
always varied as well as the distances 
between them. For instance, in the Palais 
des Sports in Paris, we nearly always 
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have to jump two 5’ white gates at about 
31’ apart. A typical treble would be a 
triple bar at 4’ 3” then a 29’ space toa 
parallel bar 4’ 3” high and 5’ wide and 
then a 23’ space before a straight-up 
post-and-rail at 4’ 6’. There is a great 
art in riding this type of fence as any show 
jumping rider knows, The first 2 spreads 
one has to jump fairly fast which brings 
your horse fast into the last part of the 
treble which has a comparatively short 
distance before he is asked to jump a 
4’ 6’” post and rail. It looks easy on paper, 
but try it, even over such small fences as 
I have mentioned. In Europe doubles and 
trebles are seldom at correct distances, 
prove a stern test for horse and rider, 
and add much interest to the competitions. 
By now many American readers will be 
thankful that they are not beset with 
problems such as these, but there is one 
aspect that one cannot forget. The type of 
fence and the doubles and trebles that I 
have been describing resemble the type 
of obstacle that we are likely to meet at 
the Olympic and Pan American Games 
far more than the comparatively light 
portable type of fence met with indoors in 
America. I am quite definitely sure that 
any team competing in these Games must 
have plenty of experience over big im- 
pressive broad fences if it is going to have 
any chance of success. I would suggest 
that the best place to start is at one’s 
National Horse Show and then other shows 
will follow suit. 

Before finishing this article I must 
refer to the working hunter classes in 
America which made us feel very envious 
as we badly need similar events in Great 
Britain. Although there are hunter trials 
at the end of our hunting season held in 
the open country unfortunately we do not 
have anything equivalent to your excellent 
working hunter classes in the ring and we 
stick rigidly to our equine beauty classes. 
This is a great pity and I hope we will be 
able to introduce them on a big scale in 
Great Britain. I am glad to say that since 
our visit at least a dozen big shows are 
putting on working hunter classes and in 
this way we hope to attract many more 
hunting people and their horses into the 
ring. The courses that I saw set for these 
working hunters were, without exception, 
excellent with solid, natural looking brush 
fences, posts and rails, etc., etc. These 
courses very much resemble the type of 
course we so often meet (with bigger 
fences) in Europe, especially in those 
shows where they have permanent banks, 
solid stone walls, etc. In Europe they 
contrive to copy these natural courses, 
although adding coloured poles here and 
there to make the competitions look more 
spectacular for the onlookers; 

To sum up, we in Europe would benefit 
from your lightning course erection and 
Working Hunter Classes, while inAmerica 
you might be wise to consider the advis- 
ability of having stronger and bigger fences 
and more varied types of competition 
under F,E.I. Rules.

An Unusual Assignment

To act as agent for Uncle Sam was a 
privilege, in the days when he owned 
horses. 

Satisfactory in that it offered all the 
thrills with none of the dangers of losing 
your best shirt. Uncle absorbed all losses. 
On the other hand, there was no personal 
gain. Uncle forbade it. 

In 1917 the betting against me was 
1600 to 1, but I was ordered to organize 
and command Hqrs, Trp, 90th.Inf. Div., 
USNA, A. choice spot in any division. 

For a regular army NCO of cavalry 
this was an honor, and an absorbing task. 
My temporary captain’s bars were only a 
few weeks old, a graduate of the Ist. 

Training Camp at Leon Springs, near 
San Antonio, Texas - where 1600 graduat- 
ed. Today, a few over 600 survive, with a 
thriving headquarters in Dallas. George 
Patullo, in his feature in SatEvePost, 
June 16, 1917 said there were about 3000 
original aspirants. 

This particular troop called for unusual 
qualifications. Brig-Grl. Henry T. Allen 
was Div.C.O., a dedicated cavalryman 
through his entire service. He intended his 
troop to be a symbol of the best, as all 
cavalrymen knew their arm to be. As such 
it must maintain in esprit and comportment 
a standard for the entire division to emu- 
late. 

While other units wore cross rifles 
and blue hatcords with canvas leggins of 
the infantry, the troop assumed the dis- 
tinction of cross sabres, yellow hat cords 
and leather leggins of cavalry. This was a 
controversial decision emanating unoffici- 
ally from the General himself. 

The glint in his steely gray eyes, his 
six feet of superb manhood, the rhythm of 
dignity which he imparted to his every ac- 
tion, distinguished Henry T. Allen as an 
officer who would brook no questioning of 
his decisions. In effect, he implied - to 
hell with military channels and red tape. 

In due process of time, and by relent- 
less action tempered with some diplomacy, 
the troop functioned with satisfaction to the 
whole headquarters command, But the 
mounted section remained afoot. With the 
exception of the QM mules, Missouri 
aristocrats all of them, and the General’s 
string of mounts, brought from Fort 
Riley, the large stable line was empty. 

This gave food for subdued mirth 
around division, Especially among the 
regular officers who had sprouted from 
juniors of the line to heights of rank which 
the exigiences of war placed in their 
paths. Their private patter went like this - 
“An old cavalry noncom to command the 


outfit! Just because he’s a cavalryman, 
damn foolishness. He doesn’t know his 
way around enough to lay his hands on 
horses.”’ - And, to the ordinary observer, 
it did look as if they might have some- 
thing there. 

Then the 3rd. Cav. was ordered from 
the field to Fort Sam Houston, to turn in 
their horses to Remount, and stand under 
orders for overseas duty. 

Almost as soon as that information was 
going the rounds, and the 3rd. was at Fort 
Sam, General Allen gave me the assign- 
ment that had the earmarks of a cavalry- 
man’s dream. The selection of our quota 
of 60 head, from that entire regiment, al- 
ways considered one of the best mounted, 





H,.1.A. went about this, which under 
ordinary circumstances would have beena 
ponderous manoeuvre, with typical cavalry 
use of quick decisions and instant action - 
**Don’t stand around and debate, you'll get 
shot that way - do something damn it, and 
at a gallop.” 

After he briefed me in mighty few 
words, I ventured - ‘‘General, Pryor and 
Smythe of the Trains will be after horses 
too, They might try to pull rank onme, or 
something.” He looked me through with 
those steel gray eyes. With a blue pencil 
scribbled on a scratch pad, shoved it to 
me, with a **Use this.” So I read. 

*‘Capt. Henderson will be given prior- 
ity in selection of horses for Hqrs.Trp., 
90th. Div. Henry T. Allen, B-G. Cmdg. 
Div.” 

I was out of there quick, by his per- 
sonal exit. No need for the aides to know of 
our private confabs - they knew too much 
anyway. Long before I’d learned, having 
got what you were after, it was expedient 
to leave in a hurry. A policy applicable to 
all generals and most bird colonels. That 
way, you stood a good chance of a success- 
ful repeat visit. 

My destination the small office of Re- 
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mount in Fort Sam’s cavalry post arch- 
way. Capt. Jim Fechet read my slip and 
laughed heartily. ‘*I knew Allen would get 
his hands on those horses. This wouldn’t 
be worth the paper it’s written on in DC,, 
but it’s good enough for me.” 

It 190k two days to make my sélect- 
ions. The varied thinkings of our purchas- 
ing policies held to no pattern, It was hard 
to find 60 real good warhorses, But the 
final selections were sound, easy on the 
eye, and, according to the stable sergeants, 
nice to handle in ranks, and none of them 
jigged, the bane of every cavalryman, 

When, months later, the troop headed 
the review in San Antonio, and we honored 
the General with a Present Sabres, as we 
passed his stand in front of the Alamo, he 
almost broke down and smiled with delight. 
That movement wasn’t according to regu- 
lations, but it was colorful, and pleased 
my General - so what the hell! It was 
cavalry swank, wasn’t it?

12. What are the subdivisions of the 
large intestine? 

Caecum, large colon, small colon, 
rectum, and anus, in order from front to 
rear. 

13. Why 
water gut? 

Because water passes rather quickly 
through the stomach and small intestine 
to the caecum, and also because its con- 
tents are always liquid. 

14a. In which subdivision of the large 
intestine does the greater part of digestion 
of food by action of the digestive juices 
and bacterial action occur? 

The large colon. 

b. Where does the greater part of ab- 
sorption of the digested food occur? 

The large colon, 

15. The small colon is about 5/6 as 
long as the large colon but only about 
1/3 as great in distended diameter. What 
is the consistency of the food in this 
organ? 

It approaches the solid state and here 
the fecal balls are formed. 

16, The rectum, about one foot in 
length, extends from the small colon 
through the upper part of the pelvic cavity 
to the anus. What is its chief character- 
istic and function? 

Being capable of quite a bit of dilation 
(expansion) it serves to collect the faeces 
that are slowly passed into it from the 
small colon, Here the fecal matter is held 
until] it causes some discomfort to the 
nerves of the tightly closed (by muscular 
tissue) anus, which then relaxes as a re- 
sult of involuntary nerve reaction and 
evacuation occurs, 


is the caecum called the 
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Devon Horse Show 
Margatet L. Smith 


The 65th annual Devon Horse Show 
passed into history in the wee hours of 
Sunday, June 4th, after experiencing the 
largest entry list in history, the largest 
crowds in history, the coldest day on 
record; also one of the warmest, and a 
“baby hurricane,” plus intermittant heavy 
showers. 

The crowd was sodense on the next-to- 
last night that you could hardly cut your 
way through with a greased butterknife. 
It was this same night that the “‘baby 
hurricane’, accompanied by thunder and 
lighting, struck without warning, sending 
this same big crowd screaming and scamp- 
ering for shelter. This occurred just 
before the performance event for Four- 
In-Hands, but the hardy drivers were 
not to be daunted, to the surprise and 
admiration of the crowd, First into the 
ring was the Coach-And-Four of Chauncey 
Stillman, of Amenia,N.Y., driven by Mrs. 
Frank Haydon, of Sussex, England, who 
circled the ring several times before 
the next contestant appeared, She seemed 
hardly to notice the down-pour. (We hear 
that it rains in England too, sometimes.) 
Next came the equipage of Mr. and Mrs. 
James K. Robinson, Jr. its top loaded 
with courageous souls, among them Show 
president Lawrence B, Kelley, blowing 
brave blasts on the horn. Hairdos were 
ruined, to say nothing of clothes, but it 
was all accepted and applauded in the 
name of good sportsmanship. The con- 
census of ‘‘old-timers”’ was that it was 
the heaviest storm that had ever struck 
the Devon ring during show time. 

The entry list of close to 1000 horses 
scintillated with the names of the great 
equine stars from 17 states and Canada, 
as well as the “‘greats’’ among the riders. 
Points-wise, competition was embattled 
in most of the divisions, with the ex- 
ception of conformation hunters and open 
jumpers, where the champions obviously 
had clinched their titles by the time the 
show was half-way over. 


Hunter Divisions 

Cold Climate, star of the establish- 
ment of Mrs. J. Deane Rucker, Grosse 
Point Farms, Mich., once more asserted 
his superiority by winning the Conforma- 
tion Hunter championship with 27 1/2 
points, as compared to 15 for the Duke of 
Paeonian, last year’s Devon champion 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. John S, Pettibone, 
Middleburg, Va. Cold Climate, ridden by 
Jack Payne and by Miss Kathy Kusner 
in Ladies’ and amateur events, won five 
blues - the model class, (an event in which 
he is rarely beaten), the middle-and- 
heavyweight, open, Thoroughbred and 
stake classes. The handsome six-year 
old chestnut gelding was champion at 
Pennsylvania National and N.Y. National 
in 1960 and Green Champion at both these 
shows in 1959, 


Mrs. Elizabeth K, McIntosh’s Waverly 
Farms, of Warrenton, Va., had both the 
Champion and the Reserve in the Green 
conformation hunter division, Actually, 
the two horses, King Murmur and Early 
Times, were tied with 15 points apiece 
for the title, but the owner had the 
prerogative of designating the champion, 
Early Times, an eight-year-old bay geld- 
ing, 2nd year horse, who has won lots 
of titles, was requested to bow to his 
young stablemate, King Murmur, a3-year- 
old chestnut gelding, appearing in his first 
big show. The younger horse was in the 
lead for the championship up until the 
Stake, in which he unfortunately had a 
knock-down because of the sloppy going 
and was unplaced. However, Early Times 
pulled the chestnuts out of the fire for his 
owner by winning the stake, Both horses 
were ridden by Billy Quinn. King Murmur 
also won the title of Best Young Horse 
in the breeding division of the show. 

Journey Proud, of Shawnee Farm, 
Harrodsburg, Ky., upheld his famous rep- 
utation by capturing the Working Hunter 
title with 18 points. The strong 10-year- 
old bay gelding was ridden by Mrs. 
William C, French, the former Betty 
Beryl Schenck. Cottage Den, owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Schumann, of Ambler, 
Pa., ridden by Milton Kulp, earned the 
reserve title by winning 11 points. 

A hack-off was required to . settle 
the issue for the Local Hunter cham- 
pionship, decided in favor of Miss Wendy 
Wanamaker’s Brave War, (Philadelphia) 
over Kenny Rudd’s White Rock, (Berwyn, 
Pa.) Both horses earned eight points. 
Roddy Wanamaker, who rode his sister’s 
horse, was presented with the first trophy 
for the championship, the Isaac K, 
Clothier, Jr. Challenge Trophy. During 
the presentation a moment of silence was 
observed for the late Mr. Clothier, who 
died on April 27, 1961, at the age of 85, 
having been the only lifetime director on 
the board of the Devon Horse Show and 
Country Fair. This year’s show was 
dedicated to him. 
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It was close in the Young Hunter Divi- 
sion, in which the top tricolor went to 
Dear Junior, owned by Mrs. W. R, Harris, 
and ridden by Dave Kelley, scoring 16 
points. Reserve was the Pettibone’s love- 
ly young horse, War Life, shown by Robert 
Kerns, whose total points were 15, This 
young horse also performed capably in 
the Conformation division, but although he 
won the under-saddle class, his sub-total 
points weren’t enough to enable him to 
catch the leaders, 


Jumper Divisions 

McLain Street, of Duffy Stables, White 
Plains, N.Y., ridden by Johnny Bell, claim- 
ed a decisive victory in the Open Jumper 
Division, amassing 21 points. The 1960 
PHA champ took a lead fairly early in the 
show. Blue Bird, owned by Patrick Butler, 
St. Paul, Minn., ridden by Adolph Mo- 
gavero, was reserve titlist, although he did 
not win a blue, yet scored 11 points, 

The division was remarkable for the 
large number of clean performances, a 
situtation which more generally exists 
among the green horses than the open. 
Either the horses and riders, (be they 
professional or amateur) are getting too 
good, or else the already stiff courses 
are not stiff enough. In one FEI class, 
12 of 12 horses went clean; in another 
FEI class, 12 of 16 were faultless; in 
one open class, 13 of 21 were without a 
fault, and in another, eight were clean, 
In all four classes the winning riders 
were amateurs. It was interesting to note 
that of the ten blue ribbons awarded, five 
were won by pros and five by amateurs, 
Then another interesting fact was that a 
pro’s horse, turned over to an amateur 
(Frank Chapot of the USET), then won two 
blues, and anamateur’s horse, turned over 
to a pro (Al Fiore,) then won one blue 
ribbon, This is not supposed to have any 
bearing on the current hot dispute with 
respect to FEI vs. Open scoring, but is 
just the way it looks to somebody on the 
outside looking in. 

Then, if we may also comment on a 
recent suggestion that there be an “‘inter- 
mediate’’ jumper division, we are willing 
to wager that when little (15.3) Natchez, 
seven-year-old chestnut gelding owned by 
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Roy B, Snyder, of Denver, Pa., and ridden 
by young pro rider Allen Garner, won the 
Devon Jumper stake, it meant a whole 
lot more to him than if he had won an 
‘*intermediate’’ championship, This was 
Natchez’ first big show, although he was 
a champion in smaller shows in 1960. 

This undoubtedly likewise goes for two 
girls, both amateurs, who won blues - 
19-year-old Miss Brooke Miller riding 
tiny (14.2 1/2) Sandpiper, a crowd fa- 
vorite, and Miss Wissie Mumma, whose 
Tarquin Jay captured the open jumper 
sweepstakes knockdown and out. To win 
against that kind of competition spelled 
a real triumph, 

The hardest fought jumper event of 
all was the FEI Puissance, which required 
four jump-offs before victory was claimed 
by Donegal, owned by Dave Kelley, Ar- 
monk, N.Y., and ridden by Frank Chapot, 
On the third jump-off the brick wall 
soared to 6 feet, and the hog’s back to 
5°3”" with a 7 foot spread, where they 
remained for the fourth and final round, 
as no horses were clean on the third, 
Twelve horses made the course on the 
first round without a fault; 10 made the 
trip clean again on the first jump-off 
and three on the second, The same three 
were deadlocked again with four faults 
on the third-jump-off, and Donegal alone 
went the fourth round with no faults. The 
other two of the embroiled trio were Blue 
Bird, and Jayber, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
J. Hall, Jr., lessee (from H, C, Baldwin, 
Ill, Chadd’s Ford,) Dwight Hall riding. 

The Eastern area USET Challenge 
trophy (FEI) was captured by 16-year- 
old William Robertson, of Darien, Conn., 
who plans to try out for the U.S, Eques- 
trian team, it was reported, His chestnut 
gelding, Le Bon Chat, and all the other 11 
horses which entered the class, were 
tied with no faults on the first round, Four 
were tied again, and Le Bon Chat made 
the trip once more with no faults to earn 
the blue. 

It was in the Open Jumper knockdown 
and out sweepstakes, when 13 of 21 horses 
went clean, that Miss Wissie Mumma, of 
Bethlehem made her triumph, It took two 
jump-offs to decide the issue. Brooke 
Miller, who hails from Lahaska, Pa., 
had her innings in the handy jumper class, 
in which 8 were faultless on the first 
round, She won the jump-off with one 
fault. Both girls were nearly always inthe 
jump-offs in the big classes. 

Riviera Wonder, the only horse ever to 
win the N.Y. National title four times, 
Started out poorly and was withdrawn, 
somewhat disappointingly. 

Green Jumpers also provided their 
share of excitement, with many clean 
performances needed before pinning took 
place. Yellow Fever, the champion with 
13 points, changed hands during the show, 
being acquired by Mrs, Fitz Eugene Dixon, 
Philadelphia, from Milton Kulp’s All 
Around Farms, Gwynedd Valley, Pa, Mrs. 
Dixon had been quite taken by the grace- 
ful palomino gelding when she saw him 


at the Wissahickon show, and she suc- 
cumbed when she observed his excellent 
performances at Devon under the skillful 
guidance of Mrs. Joseph Ferguson, The 
reserve title was won by a toss by Royal 
Doulton, owned by Mrs. Elaine Boylen 
Coulter, of Toronto, Ont., ridden by Adolph 
Mogavero, He had tied with Charlie Grey, 
owned and ridden by Charles B, Evans, 
Unionville. Pa., each horse having com- 
piled seven points. 

A police competition, always a crowd- 
pleaser, was held between the Fairmount 
Park Guards, Philadelphia; the Pennsyl- 
vania State Police, and the Jersey City, 
N.J., City Police. Sonny, of the Fairmount 
Park Guards, with Guard R. Dougherty 
up, won first, followed by the State Police 
in 2-3-4 order. The Jersey City police 
were completely shut out.

SHOD WITH LEATHER PADS 

Leathers have always been a touchy 
subject at the Green Mountain Horse 
Association’s Hundred Mile Ride. You will 
find people who will tell you a wild horse 
didn’t have leathers on. Very true, he 
didn’t have shoes or a saddle either. 
Why should the Association allow pads 
under the saddle, if not under the shoe. 
I wouldn’t put leathers on a brood mare 
going out to pasture nor a horse going 
to the Southern Pines or Cape Cod in the 
sand. When you take this same horse and 
put him over these so-called dirt roads 
which are manmade, scraped, well travel- 
ed and as hard as cement, you need a 
substitute - which is leather - to keep the 
sole of the foot from getting bad stone 
bruises. I’m still cutting stone bruises 
out of horses that were in the trail ride 
last fall. A good leather would have saved 
all this. 

For a number of years we had a local 
vet who condemned our leathers. While 
shoeing a stable of pleasure horses and 
hunters, I was given a new horse to shoe, 
After taking off the front shoe with no 
leather, I pared out the foot and found 
the horse had a very bad case of gravel. 
I could take a piece of wire and run it

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2 1/2’ up between the wall and sole, | 
told the manager of the stable to call the 
owner and have him get avet. Who arrived 
but our condemner of leathers!!! He looked 
at the foot and said this must have been 
going on for some time. The former 
shoer couldn’t have known what to do or 
was afraid to tell the owner. The vet 
said we have to put on a leather and 
pack the foot with tar and oakum to keep 
the dirt out. The point of the story is if 
you have a good healthy foot why not 
keep it that way in the first place with a 
good leather. 

I’ve had the pleasure of knowing most 
of the judges and vets at the ride fora 
number of years. I have taiked the subject 
of leathers over with them and 95% are 
in favor of allowing leathers. They were 
never able to get this accomplished with 
the former administration. With the way 
now clear for several changes for the 
better for the sake of the horse, let’s 
use leathers. 

If you are hard to convince, try walk- 
ing on these roads without any soles on 
your shoes, it took me so long to write 
this that I can say that I now have the 
sixth generation of horse shoers in the 
family, Robert, Jr. and Roy, who make the 
business name of R, J. Hudson & Sons 
Inc. See you at the trail ride.

Judging Combined 
Training Dressage 
Lt. Col. R. L. V. ffrench-Blake, D.S,O, 


The problem of judging dressage is a 
very difficult one. In every competition, 
the judges are trying to sort the com- 
petitors’ into an order of merit; in dres- 
sage competitions the order is more im- 
portant than the marks, but in combined 
training competitions the marks are used 
in the final result and may be decisive. 
Since the entrants compete one after the 
other, complete comparisons of them all 
cannot be made until the test is ended, 
and the test must therefore be judged by 
absolute standards, 

In any competition there are three 
main elements which can gain marks: 

First - What the horse is - i.e., 
movement, carriage, lateral and vertical 
flexions, suppleness, lightness and mus- 
cular fitness for its job. 

Secondly What the horse does - 
Straight lines round circles, correct 
transitions, turns, two tracks, etc. 

Thirdly - What the rider is and does 
- less important. 

What is not at all clear to most com- 
petitors, nearly all spectators, and many 
judges, is the comparative importance of 
what the horse is to what it does. 

It is certain that many people think of 
“dressage’’ as making the horse docertain 
movements in a confined space, the move- 
ments being apparently chosen - in the 
Same way that the letters of the arena 
seem to have been located - at random! 
There is still a strong feeling that it is 
like teaching a dog to do tricks. ‘‘I don’t 
want to learn dressage,”’ a man once said 
to me, ‘‘just teach me how to do the 
extended trot’! My answer was, “You 
might as well say, I don’t want to learn 
the violin, I just want to learn to play 
Dvorak’s Humoreske - you can’t do one, 
without the other.”’ 

The present system of judging dressage 
compels competitors to submit to a known 
test, which is analysed and marked, move- 
ment by movement, a small percentage of 
marks being allotted at the end to general 
impressions of horse and rider. The com- 





petitor is generally required to learn the 
test by heart. The judges award up to te! 
marks for each movement as it is com- 


pleted, these representing outstanding, 
very good, good, fairly good, insufficient, 
bad, and not performed. Most judges tend 
not to use the full range of marks at their 
disposal, whatever that range may be, 

It is suggested that this whole system 
puts far too much emphasis on what the 
horse does, and too little on what it is, 
and induces in the competitor too great 
a fear of inaccuracy. To quote a pupil 
of St Cyr, ‘‘the English riders always look 
as though they were afraid something was 
going to happen.”’ 

If the horse is not properly dresse, it 
cannot perform the test, and should not be 
entered in it; if it does enter, it should 
receive very low marks. Yet we have 
all seen the horse with absolutely no 
flexion, behind the bit, no bend on the 
corners, plodding woodenly round leaving 
a perfect set of footprints (had the arena 
been made of swept sand), and receiving 
as much as 60% marks. 

Judges vary greatly in opinion as to 
how many marks they will give for pure 
accuracy with no trace of ‘‘dressage”’ in 
the horse. Some say 30%, some 50% or 
more, others say they just do not know. 
Yet this is a matter on which all judges 
should agree exactly. It is fundamental 
- especially in Pony Club, Preliminary 
and Novice Tests. In higher tests, the 
competitors are generally all so accurate 
that the balance swings far more towards 
what the horse is - it is interesting that 
competitors in the dressage test of the 
Olympic Three Day Event in Rome felt 
themselves handicapped because of the 
lack of markers in the centre of the arena 
- perhaps another indication of the point 
of view that accuracy is too dominant. 

I believe that the whole system of 
analysis of training of the horse should 
be treated as suspect, and overhauled 
throughly by a panel of experts - experts 
not only in equitation, but also inexamina- 
tions. Modern techniques in examination 
have advanced a great deal, especially 
in problems such as occur at establish- 
ments where academic achievement and 
character have both to be assessed to 
produce a final order of merit; the one 
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‘being a matter of fact, the other of 
opinion, 

Opinion is assessed by breaking down 
the required information into a series of 
questions - in assessing character, such 
attributes as honesty, energy, reliability 
are dealt with, each in turn receiving 
marks indicating degrees above or below 
average. Any particularly important char- 
acteristic can be given extra weight by 
multiplying its marks by a coefficient, 
before the final total is made. So with 
the assessment of the horse it would be 
necessary to define the desirable char- 
acteristics for the test in question; for 
example, fluency and freedom of forward 
movement, supple acceptance of the bit, 
straightness, lateral bend, evenness of 
cadence, and so on, One judge - thejunior 
- would look primarily for accuracy, and 
award marks, or penalties, the other 
would concentrate on the general char- 
acteristics, and be prepared to answer the 
questions about each during and after the 
test. 

It is realised that it is easy enough 
to make a general statement like this, 
and quite another matter to apply it in 
fact to produce a workable method of 
examining competitors. Much experiment 





would have to be done, 

There are also many more questions 
to be raised and answered, Is the set 
test necessarily the best answer? Does 
it not produce the rigid mentality that we 
should be trying to avoid? We do not 
have set jumping courses - they are 
built on the day to test the show jumpers. 
Why not the same with dressage tests? 
Issue them before the test and allow a 
“commander” if necessary. Why not a 
“free”? display by the competitor within 
the programme of the standard, with a 
copy to the judges beforehand if need be? 
Why so few tests? 

The problem is exercising the minds of 
riders and judges all over the world; let 
us not be behind-hand with ideas and 
experiments in this country. Let us learn 
from other sports - diving and skating, 
for example - and let us try out many 
different systems and new methods with 
the aim of encouraging grace and beauty 
in the movement of the horse, (Light Horse)

When with the Santa Fe Land Co, north 
of the Traills, as a fledgling major-domo, 
I fell heir to another Curuvico, Standing 
14 hands, he became an outstanding cut- 
ting horse on the vast El Lucero estancia, 
He proved his speed against all comers, 
in short racing. His brazen courage cut 
down to his size the huge matrero steers, 
and the meanest cows. My long legs hung 
down incongruously, but that made no dif- 
ference, he was one of the kind who didn’t 
give a damn, 

And here in my cottage, is a cat with 
curvature of the spine, and a hind leg set 
on wrong to boot. Saved him because no 
one would have given him a break. Mike 
has. vindicated his existence. Can climb 
a tree, stalk rats, mice and lizards with 
vast skill, The neighbour dogs are awed 
by his brazen bravery. He is asleep in 
front of this writing machine - it is his 
Spot during the heat of our Louisiana days, 


Quite a guy. He deserves, and gets, 
especial privileges. 

So, don’t be disgruntled if you’re pre- 
sented with an abnormality, in animal pro- 
duction, Give the guy a break, In these days 
when we all dance to the tune of rustling 
bills, coming in or going out, you may find 
you own the equivalent to an oil well, or 
something like that.

MANUEL D’EQUITATION., TEXT BY A 
COMMITTEE OF THE FEDERATION 
FRANCAISE DES SPORTS EQUESTRES. 
PARIS, CHARLES-LAVAUZELLE & CIE, 
1959, pp. 110, illustrated. 

Because French cavalry manuals have 
long been out of print and because fewer 
and fewer cavalry officers each year are 
available as instructors, the French 
Federation of Equestrian Sports in 1959 
published this manual to: - 

1, Establish a single official text setting 
forth the objectives to be attained at 
different levels of equestrian instruction, 

2. Set forth the fundamental principles 
for the instruction of rider and horse. 

3. Furnish to inexperienced instructors 
a text outlining the successive steps to 
be taken in achieving the above, plus the 
logic on which they are based. 

The text is restricted to the basic 
instruction on which all advanced forms 
of equitation must rest. 

It is based primarily on the writings 
of the Ecuyers en Chef of the French 
Cavalry, Blaque Belair and Watel, just 
before and after World War I, but with 
certain military features eliminated and 
made practical for contemporary usage. 

With typical French logic the booklet 
is divided into Part I, - Education of the 
Rider; Part II - Education of the Horse;

Rest Stops for Horses 


Dear Sir: 

Mr. Oscar Otis was kind enough to 
forward your inquiry re cross-country 
horse rest stops and we hope we canbe of 
some help to you. 

Does each van company operate it’s 
own rest stops....? Actually, all “‘for hire” 
van service, wherein the itinerary involves 
crossing state lines, is rigidly under the 
supervision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and only those companies 
holding the proper certificates are author- 
ized to operate in such service. We, as 
such, are one of two companies privileged 
to engage in this commerce to and from 
points in California thereon East. At the 
present time, it would be impractical for 
us to operate our own rest stops and to do 
so would only be a duplication of the many 
excellent facilities available to us. I use 
the term ‘‘us” because the vast majority 
of horses that we haul arerace horses and 
we frequently use the facilities of race 
tracks. If empty stalls exist on the grounds, 
the officials are usually cooperative but 
I couldn’t vouch for their attitude toward 
the general public with horses other than 
the racing variety. The Fairgrounds men- 
tioned, however, are open to all. 

Actually, because the nature of each 
trip is an individual one in respect to 
origin, destination, time factor, etc., the 
stops are not governed by a schedule but 
rather are treated as an individual case 
by planning between our company and the 
owner/trainer of the stock. In many cases 
we will go non-stop, other than fuel and 
eating stops, from Chicago to Los Angeles, 
keeping a sharp watch onthe stock, for any 
Sign of fatigue, etc. and accomplishing 
this with ease since both truck and van 
are equipped with sleeping accomodations 
for relief driver and horse attendants. If 


rest stops are requested or deemed ad- 
visable, we plan them approximately 700 
to 800 miles apart and plan to travel this 
mileage in 24 hours. 

Typical itinerary Los Angeles-Chicago 
with stops: Holbrook, Arizona Fairgrounds 
(available to everyone, Mr. Smythe, 
Manager-Caretaker); La Mesa Park Race 
Track, Raton, N.M.; Ak-Sar-Ben Race 
Track, Omaha, Nebraska, and thence into 
Chicago. With improvisation, alternate 
stops could be Albuquerque, N. M. Fair- 
grounds and Centennial Race Track, Den- 
ver Colorado, 

A typical itinerary for a southern route 
to say Florida would have the first stopat 
Rillito Race Track, Tucson, Arizona, then 
Del Rio Fairgrounds, Del Rio, Texas 
(Elmer Smith, auto dealer has keys), Fair- 
grounds race track, New Orleans and 
thence to Florida. I might point out that a 


majority of the places that I have men- 
tioned usually have farms and ranches in 
close proximity that have horse boarding 
facilities and are hospitable to overnight 
equine guests at a very nominal fee. Dr. 
Tiegland, Ocalaca, Florida (Veterinarian) 
is our spot there for resting or holding 
horses. 

For traversing the entire length of the 
Pacific Coast from Canadian Border to 
Mexico, our two favorite stops are Ala- 
meda County Fairgrounds, Pleasanton, 
California (outside Oakland) and the Kla- 
math Falls Fairgrounds, Klamath Falls, 
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Oregon. This splits it up rather well. Of 
course, an itinerant to the Los Angeles 
area would find the Pomona Fairgrounds, 
Pomona, California, ideally suited to his 
needs. 

As Mr. Otis kindly pointed out in his 
column, long-distance hauling of horses, 
on a scale of any magnitude at all, is in 
its infancy but the advantages of this type 
of service are being recognized and the 
program is being accelerated rapidly. 
However, I am afraid that I am unable to 
furnish an adequate enough list of stops 
that would warrent publishing as a 
national list of stops. I sincerely hope the 
foregoing will be of some use to you but 
I feel that I might have fallen down on the 
job.

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The Butazolidin Situation 


The Maryland Racing Commission has 
announced that Butazolidin is now permis- 
sable in The Free State. 

Although there are some things about 
racing in Maryland with which I am not in 
full agreement, all is now forgiven. This 
move by the Maryland Racing Commission 
makes sense. 

Maryland joins Kentucky, Florida, and 
Illinois in allowing the use of Butazolidin. 
New Jersey officially doesn’t allow its use, 
but they don’t test for it whichis the same 
as allowing it. 

Butazolidin is admittedly not a drug, 
but it does allay soreness. I guess the 
reason many states do not allow it is be- 
cause it affects or could affect the per- 
formance of a horse in a race. How a 
horse is fed, trained, shod, housed, rub- 
bed, and five million other things affect 
its performance too. So why don’t the 
States not allowing Butazolidin prohibit 
feeding. If you feed a horse, he will 
probably run better than if you don’t feed 
him, Feed clearly can affect the perfor- 
mance of a Thoroughbred on a race 
track, so these cautious states better 
look into that situation too and maybe put 
a ban on feeding horses. Silly, huh?

Tax Exemption Of 
U.S. Equestrian 


Team Revoked 


The United States Equestrian Team 
through its President, Whitney Stone, 
announced that it has received from the 
Internal Revenue Service a letter advis- 
ing that its exempt status under the 
Internal Revenue laws had been revoked 
and that only contributions made to it 
before June 6, 1961 would be deductible 
for Federal income tax purposes. The 
United States Equestrian Team had 
originally been granted exempt status on 
July 13, 1951 and during the past ten years 
has been financed wholly by contributions 
made by interested members of the public. 
The revocation of the exemption is due 
to a change in attitude of the Internal 
Revenue Service as to the interpretation 
of the law. This change in position comes 
as a shock to the officers and directors 
who do not agree with it. It is the intention 
of the organization to take all possible 
steps to reinstate the exempt status of 
the organization and in the meantime it 
is intended to continue activities of the 
team which have already been scheduled 
for the year 1961. 

Mr. Stone further states that ‘‘We 
deplore this unanticipated action as we 
feel that in the past ten years we have 
built up an organization which has been a 
great credit to our country. In addition 
to the many triumphs the team has achiev- 
ed in international competition both here 
and abroad they won the Silver Medal in 
the Olympics in Rome last year in a 
competition with seventeen other foreign 
countries, Our team has been applauded 
and acclaimed for their rapid advance to 
a leading competitive ranking, and our 
ambassadors and other foreign service 
officers have repeatedly written of the 
marvelous contribution to international 
good will in every country in which they 
have competed. We have just inaugurated 
a new program for training and education 
of younger riders throughout the country 
and believe it would be a severe blow to 
our national prestige if we were unable, 
because of this recent action on the part 
of the Internal Revenue Service, to send 
a team to the Pan American Games in 
1963 and the Olympics in 1964’,

Fleet in the 1943 Kentucky Derby), Level 
Best, Thumbs Up, Greek Ship, Larky Day 
and Rampart. He acted as advisor to a 
number of Thoroughbred breeders includ- 
ing George M. Humphrey and Crispin 
Oglebay.
